great quantities of merchandise was 
strewn fur and wide over tho prairie.

chased town lots which were being auc- 
tioned off by the government. In 1 
than thirty days the town had reached 
over (i.OOO in population. Buildings were 
in the course of erection on every hand, 
while the majority of the people resided 
in tents, systematically arranged alon, 
the various streets. 


When the storm came twenty of the 


half-finished liou--.es were torn to pieces 
with flying timbers, which cuuat'd the fa- 
mlities noted, while the wind swept the 
tents into u conglomerate mass.

1 moon came Out and the ''boomers" im- 


mediately >tt about 
restoring order. 


The financial loss was quite heavy, but 
no .figures are obtainable.

REVOLUTIONISTS BEATEN 


iolombian Rebels Routed by Gov- 


ernment Forces-No Danger of 


Ecuadorean Invasion. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The 
Col- 


imbian minUtei', Dr. Martinez Silvn. has 
•cceivcd an official letter from the min- 
ster of Colombia 
lit Quito, 
Kcuador, 


reports an engagement near To- 
it which u force of Colombian rev- 


olutionists were defeated and arms, am- 
nunition and prisoners taken. The let- 
er also discloses the satisfactory condi- 
ion of uIFairs between Ecuador and Col- 
ombia and disposes of reports that an 
irmed invasion by 
Eeiiadoreun troops 


troops v,'ii£ to be apprehended. 


The minister at Quito docs not refer 
o any trouble with the government Of 
Ecuador. He states that almost all the 
revolutionary chiefs who had lied from 
Colombia and taken refuge in Ecuador, 
had gone back to Colombia. 


Concerning the engagement near To- 


iniico the letter states that Gen. Palasius 
commandant of the city oi Jiarbaucas, 
which had been recovered by the gov- 
ernment, mis in command of the govern- 
ncnt forces. The revolutionary force 
,vas on its way to Tamaco, on the island 
of Gallic and was surprised. 


Reference to the map makes it cvi- 
>nt that the engagement referrel to at 


Tomaco is a part of the sunic movement 
referred to in the press dispatches ES 
going on near Pa»tol as these two pohr;s 
are near each other on the Colombian 
side of the jrontx-r.

Early this morning the American Tin 
.Plate company succeeded in getting 
about 100 men safely .in»ide the gates of 
the Star plant on Twelfth*street in this 
city and preparations were in progress 
for starting up two mills before the close 
of the day: another crow was put on at 
the. Lindsay & McCutcheon works 
in 


Allegheny and the Jinncy mill started 
and 250 men were reported u-t work in 
the Puiuted plant, 09 the south side. 


Seven foreigners Arrested for disturb- 


ing the peace at t'ua Pennsylvania Tube, 
plant last evening were giving a hearing 
by Magistrate McGiirvcythis morning 
and severely reprimanded. All were, dis- 
charged but one who was fined for hav- 
ing a dangerous weapon in his posses- 
sion when arrested. The magistrate re- 
quested the Amalgamated officials to .in- 
struct the foreigners as to the rights of 
others, as well as how far they 
them- 


selves could go without -breaking the 
law. He then suid: 


"The recorder, the police and the mag- 


istrates mean to maintain civic order-at 
nil costs. Therefore,. I want it very 
dearly understood any one who is ar- 
rested* in connection with strike disu:'- 
ders will be. made f,o feel the utmost pen- 
alty of the Uiv^.The 
police 
depart- 


ment, myself. Director J. 0. Brown und 
Supt. Leslie, no matter how our person- 
al sympathies go, mivc l?ut one duty to 
perform aud'fliatJ--!'ito protect die com- 
monwealth and this-duty will be fulfilled 
at all hazards.

It was reported that Assist- 
ant Secretary Tighe had arranged to ad- 
dross a meeting of the South Chicafrp 
nicn on Sunday, but he said he had no 
orders and as far as he knew no one 
would be present from this city. He al- 
so denied the story that Secretary Bish- 
op of the Ohio state -board oi arbitration 
was in Now York with a new proposi- 
tion of settlement. 


There wns an unusual number of vis- 


itors at headquarters today and it is 
said that arrangements are being made 
to extend the strike unless something 
is quickly done looking toward peace. 
The structural iron workers and brick 
layers it is reported are. likely to be the 
first of tiie outside, trades called upon 
to strike. The brick layers will be ask- 
ed to refuse to do any repair work at 
mills of the United States Steel corpor- 
ation or.d tho structural iron workers 
will be urged to refuse to handle maten- 
ial made at plants of the steel combin- 
ation. This would have- the effect of 
tying up building operations and throw 
many additional men 
nient.

the outside. Violent acts 


thufc had been anticipated did not ma- 
terialize. The strikers were 
orderly. 


Not a hiss or a jeer wns heard from the 
time the police-protected party got out 
of the station until the mill was reached 
and not ;t loud word was heard from ihe 
strikers, even as they watched the non- 
union men cross the mill ynrd to the 
place where the cots were lying ready to 
receive tho new orknicn. 


Tho non-unionists hod evidently . ex- 


pected a different sort of reception, .for 
their alarm was evident in their faces. 


As soon as the men were safcfly inside 


the police requested tho strikers to leave 
and I liny at.once dispersed. 
The police- 


•mcn wer then released and only the reg- 
ular watchmen were left on.guard. All

mean that when the Lindsuy & McCutch- 
eon mill is started in fall, the contention 
of the strikers will have fs.llen flat and 
they will be ready to accept the com- 
bine's proposition. 


MAIX POINT AT -,S5UE.

However, three furnaces 
were lighted yesterday and everything 
points to an early resumption of opera- 
tions. The. plant is the pioneer in the 
tin plate industry in the United States. 
and when running 
full employs about 


500 men. 


A report that the Amalgamated asso- 


ciation will enter suits against the op- 
erating companies of the U. S. St«cl cur- 
porations, 
.charging violation of the 


Pennsylvania law respecting 
the dis- 


charge of union labor, is denied by Wil- 
liam J. Brunnan, solicitor for the work- 
ers' organization, 
who said th.it the 


association will not seek to terminate 
the strike by litigation, or attack the le- 
gality of the U. S. Steel corporation in 
the courts. 


Notices have been posted at the Na- 


tional Tubo works, McKpesport, request- 
ing the strikers to 
call tomorrow and 


Saturday and receive their money. The 
strikers are guessing as ro what the 
move made by the compsn.v means. It

As quickly as ihe men were res- 
cued from iho ruins they were -ent to 
the hospitals in Uie lower section of thf> 
dtv. Five bodies were recovered 
and 


sent to the morgue, but only three of 
them could be 
identified. Two

thut it was almo.-t impossible to tell 
whether

men. 
None of the seventeen 
injured 


men sent to t-lie hospitals are .-seriou-dy 
liurt. They were suffering ehietly from 
burns and bruises and ufter having their 
wounds dressed nearly ail were able to 
leave tho 'hospital. 


The pumping house where the explos- 


ion occurred was midway between 
the

HINTS ON CAVN'IXC. 


The process of canning different fruits 


varies little. Select perfectly sound and 
fresh fruits, and they may 
bo canned 


with or without .sugar. liugnr takes no 
part in their preservation, and frequent- 
ly causes fermentation. All fruit should 
be lightly cooked, that they may retain 
their natural flavor. It is wise to till 
the jars to overflowing. As the liquid 
cools it will condense, leaving a space at 
the top of the jar. 


Wash the jars, rubbers nnd tops: ad- 


just the rubbers on the jars. Throw t'ne 
tops into cold water and bring slowly to 
boiling point, and allow them to stand in 
this boi-ling water until you are ready to 
use them. They must 
be thoroughly 


covered with water. Twirl the jars also 
in boiling 
water. Be sure that you 


plunge the whole jar down, filling it en- 
tirely, or it will crack. Look over tho 
fruit very carefully: wash, 
put it into 


the jars: adjust tin: rubbers, stand the 
jars in a wash boiler, the bottom of 
which has been protected with a rack or 
strips of wood. Surround the jars part- 
Iv with cold water, put on the Jid loosc- 
Iv, do not fasten them down. Cover the 
boiler, and bring them to boiling point. 
Boil the small fruits ten minutes after 
they begin to boil. You may now fill 
two jars from u third to allow for con- 
densation. 


Lift the jars one at a time and fasten 


the tops. Wipe each jar olf immediately 
and .stand it in a cool place over night. 
Xc.v.t morning, if you have screw tops, 


give eiich one an extra turn; if not, they 
will be sullicicntly fa.itcucd. Wipe them 
off, and put them in a cool, dark closet 
for keeping. It i? a question whether or 
not light affects fruits. 


Large fruits, such 
as peaches and 


pears, should be packed ill the jars, the 
jars tilled with cold water, the rubbers 
adjusted, tiie jars placed in the, 
boiler 


with the same amount of water as be- 
fore, and the lids ph-.ced loos.ily on top, 
tht! boiler covered and the cooking con- 
tinued for fifteen minutes after the wa- 
ter has reached the bo-ling point.

had not been granted long enough. 

I 
have been married sis times, and eyery 
man of them was unable to support 
me. I want to get a farm and make 
my own living." She was allowed to 
register. 


The work of filing on tne claims Is 


DOW-going on in botb the Lawton and 
Fl Reno districts, and this will con- 
tinue for CO days. Undoubtedly a large 
portion of the 13,000 who draw num- 
bers entitling them. to • file on claims 
will not exorcise.their rights. While 
those familiar with the country say 
that most, of the claims arc good 
enough for Improvement by real home- 
steaders, there are thousandsi that are 
not good enough to warrant a'man glv 
ing up position or business to move 
thereon and make Improvements. The 
result will be that thousands drawing 
claims, especially those with number: 


4,000, will not flic on thel 


the reservation becomes a settled coun- 
try. In the first place it Is all west of tbe 
meridian of Wichita. Buffalo grass Is 
common over much of It, and buffalo 
grass country Is not generally good 
farming cvuntry. It can be farmed on 
the creek bottoms and the uplands 
used for pasture and liay. With plenty 
of rain, of course, oil can be farmed, 
but rain is not always plentiful. The 
Indians will rent their land at 10 to 50 
cents an acre and spend the money. 
Tho whites will virtually use the en- 
tire reservation, and when once the 
population has adapted Itself to tha 
climatic conditions it will prosper. 
There will he not a little hardship and 
distress, but ttiat Is always a contin- 
gent In pioneer experience, though In 
the end the Kiowa. and Comanche 
reservations will be transformed Into 
fruitful farms and happy homes. 


Thousands who came here with tho 


speculative Idea that they .were going 
to strike It rich and make a big stake 
h.-u-e "folded their tents, like the Arab. 
and silently .stolen away." There are 
EU1I here, however, people enough to 
constitute a pretty good sized city, and 
doubtless many of them will remain. 
There Is a population of 10,OM or 
12,000 here and. considering its varied 
and unique character and primitive and 
unorganized conditions of society, fair- 
ly good order has prevailed. Of course 
there are saloons, gambling houses and 
nil sorts of vice here. That is to be 
expected In a frontier town, and this 
is certainly a typical frontier com- 
munity. The. wonder Is how thousands 
of people from aJl parts of the United 
States, ea^t and west north and 
south, rich aud poor and high aa<3 low, 
all thrown together In one conglomera- 
tion without any laws or city officials 
could have maintained.-: any semblance 
of l.iw and order. It is. true the United 
States marshals had a large forco of 
members here, but they havo made 
only a very few arrests, and these 
•were bootleggers and violators ol long 
standing nnd bad reputations.

y organized, and I look to see Lawton 
d'evelop Into ft staid, orderly and pros- 
perous city.

BCCMUC at Mother'! Chiding. 


' GREEN BAY, Wia., ..Aug. 22.—The 
wires-were kept hot last' night in an ef- 
fort to find Andrew-Reid; chief book- 
keeper of tho-W. W. Cargill company, 
who is somewhere near Sault Ste. Marie 
on his annual vacation, to notify him 
of tire deliberate suicide of his daughter, 
'T —-, aged 15 years, and asking him to 


return home, where his1 wife 
vorge of insanity. 


Having "received a well-meant rebuke 


from her mother, the girl swallowed car- 
bolic acid and died soon after. The Reid 
family belongs to the-most cultured set 
of Green Bay, and is much thought of. 
Both parents-are known to fairly idolize 
their children; and for this reason sym- 
pathy i'n their bereavement is expressed 
everywhere. 


Contrary to the wishes of her mother, 


the young girl, who but recently recov- 
ered from a severe attack of scarlet fev- 
er, borrowed a bicycle from a girl friend, 
andi, accompanied by another, rode out 
to Duck creek, four miles away. On 
the return trip she punctured her tire 
and was compelled to walk most of the 
distance. 


Tho afternoon being very warn she 


was tired when she reached home, and 
told her mother of the mishap. This 
.called forth the reproach, and the girl 
immediately repaired to her bedroom, 
whence she again descended a few min- 
utes later, telling her mother of having 
swallowed carbolic acid. 


The screams of both then caused the 


neighbors to come, who in turn notified 
a physician, Dr. Buchanan, who camo 
soon "after, but too late. The girl died 
in agony.

commandant of the city of Barbaucas, 
which had been recovered by the gov- 
ernment, was in command of the govern- 
ment forces. The revolutionary 
force 


was on its way to Tamaco, on the island 
of Gaille and was surprised. 


Reference to the map makes it evi- 


dent that the engagement referre 1 to at 
Tomaco is a part of the same movement 
referred to in the press dispatches as 
going on near Pa,stol as these two points 
are near each other on the Colombian 
side of the frontier.

He al- 
so denied the story that Secretary Bish- 
op of the Ohio state board of arbitration 
was in New York with a new proposi- 
tion ok'settlement. 


There was an unusual number oi vis- 


itors at headquarters today and it is 
said that arrangements are being made 
to extend the strike unless something 
is quickly done looking toward peace. 
The structural iron workers and brick 
layers it is reported are,likely to be the 
first of the outside trades called upon 
to strike. The brick layers will be ask- 
ed to refuse to do any repair work at 
mills of the United States Steel corpor- 
ation .and the structural iron workers 
will be urged to refuse to handle mater- 
ial made at plants of the steel combin- 
ation.

There 
were 500 delegates in attendance when 
State Chairman Huffman called the con- 
vention to order. He presented the tem- 
porary officers as follows: Temporary 
chairman, E. M. .Sharon, of Scott coun- 
ty; temporary'secretary, H. A. Nash, of 
of Dallas county; clerk, J. H. Oillispie. 
Chairman Sharon addressed the conven- 
tion briefly, committees were appointed 
and the convention took a recess until 
1:30 p. ni.

Sells loft half a. dozen candidates with

made of previous platforms. 


Chairman Sharon, 
in 
accepting the 


gavel as temporary chairman, spoke in 
part as follows: 


The Democratic party must not be a 


negative party—a party of mere opposi- 
tion. It cannot be a party of calamity 
which draws vitality and success from 
industrial or financial depression. 


It will merit success because it grap- 


ples the problems of the present and 
brings to their solution wise statesma-n- 
'ship, the wisdom that comes from Demo- 
cratic principles, because it is guided 
by the compass of the constitution, ever 
pointing to the great declaration of hu- 
man rights which the fathers proclaimed 
at the "beginning and fixed in the firma- 
ment of our national life. 


We arc facing today conditions that 


arc momentous, destructive to our in- 
dustries, our commerce and the welfare 
of our people—conditions that have been 
created by the Republican party in vio- 
lation of" the 
democratic doctrine of 


equal rights to all and special privileges 
to none-^-that it was the destiny of the 
United States to be the great American 
power—the dominant power of the west- 
ern hemisphere.

egates never attended a state convention 
before. 


Judge Potter was formerly Governor 


Stone' law partner and was appointed 
to the supreme bench last year to suc- 
ceed the late Judge Green. Mr. Harris 
is serving his third term in the house of 
representatives and has always been a, 
follower of Senators Quay and Penrose. 
The platform on which they were nom- 
inated endorses the national ami state 
administrations and the official acts of 
Pennsylvania's United States -senators;! 
commends the last legislature; concedes 
the right of' labor and capital to organ- 
ize and denounces "yellow journalism." 


J. 0. Brown, Pittsburgh director of

FEAR SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC 


Wisconsin Health Authorities Are 


Alarmed Over the Situation. 


Measures to Check Ravages of IMseas 


from Lumber Cain'pn Will be i'ut- 


Into Operation Immediately. 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 21.—The Senti- 


ne3 of today says: "Wisconsin and all 
states of the niiddle west will be swept 
by a scourge of malignant smallpox un- 
les prompt and early action is taken 
'against the disease." 
' 


Such was the declaration made yester- 


day by Dr. Uranus 0. B. Wingate, sec- 
retary of. the state board of health. The 
opinion thus expressed was indorced by 
Dr. Solon Marks,-president of the state 
board, and Dr. P. M. Schulz, commission- 
er of health of Milwaukee. 


"Unless the. disease is'wiped put from 


the lumber camps this, summer it is like- 
ly to spread rapidly over this and ad- 
joining staes," said Dr. Marks. "The 
disease has assumed a milch more, malig- 
nant,form than it did last year, and is 
terder to control. Unless wiped out be- 
fore winter it will surely spread. State 
and city boards of health are 
already 


greatly alarmed at the form it has taken 
and are making strenuous efforts to do 
away with the evil. It can only be pro 
vented by vaccination, proper public and 
private sanitary conditions and deten 
tion of all those who are taken with the 
disease. 
' 


- 
Dr. Wingate, who has just returned 


from the northern lumber districts, in 
speaking of the disease, said: "The 
dis- 


ease w&s" brought here from the Philip- 
pines, wher it, is always prevalent to a 
large extent. When first brought here 
two or three years ago the disease was 
not noticed in a malignant form, because 
the germs had been working in the sys- 
tems of a less hardy people. The germs 
have gradually adapted themselves to 
circumstances, and have gradually be- 
come stronger. This theory of the .abil- 
ity of a germ to adapt itself to circum- 
stances is one that is quite generally ac 
cepted, 


"For instance," Dr. Wingate 
contin- 


ued, "out of sixty cases in New York 
city in the last yehr twenty proved fatal. 
The situation in the lumber camps of 
our own and neighboring 
states is 


alarming, in Bayfleld and Douglas coun- 
ties particularly so. In Douglas county 
alone there have been over 450 cases this 
year, and in one mining camp in Bay- 
field county half the men have bad, or 
now have, the disease. With such a 
condition of affairs, during the winter 
months, the mortality wo\vld have been 
large. The 
county authorities were 


powerless and the state has taken up 
the m'atter. The health departments of 
Minnesota and Wisconsin are to act 
jointly in driving out the pest, as it 
would-be useless"to.attempt to drive the 
disease from the lumber en nips of one 
state without, the co-operation of the 
other state." 
\ 


When asked 
as to what methods 


would be used in fighting the disease, 
Dr.-Wingate replied: "Wis shall first 
locate the disease by getting a list of 
the infected camps. We shall then ask 
all lumber contractors to make vaccina- 
tion a conditon to employment among 
the men. We shafll erect;detention hos- 
pitals, and instead of allowing those who 
have the disease to go at will among the 
settlers, we will keep them 'confined un- 
til cured. .As the matter 
now stands, 


as soon 
as a'man-' is known to have 


smallpox he is discharged, and immedi- 
ately goes out) of the woods into the set- 
tlements. All 
that will be stopped. 


Then, in order to get to the 'very hiding 
places of the disease, we would: destroy 
the infected camps-and prevent further 
danger from that quarter. ' 


"In this way only can the disease be 


controlled. We must find it in its hid- 
ing place and kill it there, before it. be- 
come a. menace to the whole state."

the lost Chicora has been found is the 
belief of^mnny who have henrd the story 
of Captain R. J. Gordon of the steamer

rain only half that of last year. Corn 
in spots is fair, but the yield will not be 
over half that of -last year. Onions are 
otily half grown and only quarter of. a. 
crop. Tomatoes are reported plenty and 
very goodv but, a three-quarters crop.is 
considered large. . Sugar 
beeta planted, 


are a complete failure. The apple crop 
is a complete failure; 
the blackberry 


crop is poorer than known in years; red 
raspberries did not amount to half a 
yield; currents were fair, but way be- 
low last year. Hay will yield a little 
over halfthd usual crop;,oats will yield 
about .three-quarters of a- crop; in some 
sections cabbage is reported larger than 
a year ago and in others smaller. 


Here are-a few interviews with a few 


leading farmers and others posted on 
the conditions': ' • 


Quinsy Scott ,town of Raymond—Ap- 


ple crop is a, total failure; blackberries 
a quarter of a crop: currents and "straw- 
berries three-quarters of a- crop; pota- 
toes, early crop almost a failure, late 
crop cannot be over half a crop; hay 
about half a crop; oats not over half a 
crop; corn something like half a crop. 
I believe these conditions will hold good 
all through the county.

Where I picked 50 crates of red rasp- 
berries last year I only got 15 this year; 
Oats will yield one-half crop. Hay is 
not even a- fair crop, and over a: third 
loss, than last year. Tomatoes will be 
short and cucumbers are way behind 
last year. Last year where I got 60 
bushels of onions I only got, 15 this 
year. 


County Clerk William Bell and County 


Treasurer William Hay, who have just 
returned from a. trip through Norway 
and Raymond, report no apple crop to 
speak of.; corn fair,.or 75 per cent; early 
potatoes a failure; late potatoes will be 
fair with plenty of rain. Fruit of every 
kind is very light; cabbage looks well; 
oats run light, from 7 to 40 bushels per 
acre.

Grain of all kinds is far below last year.

LIGHTNING STRIKES TANK

Men Engaged in Fighting 
Blaze 


Hurled Into Eternity by Sec- 


ond and Fatal Explosion. 


FLAMES SPREADING; 


FIREMEN EXHAUSTED 


Eighteen Tanks So Far Destroyed—I)yno 


mite in Jtoucd Houn,' at Herkiiuer, 


N. ¥., Explodes Durinpr Flro 


, nncl Five Are Killed. 


1 PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 20.—Just he- 
fore a torrent of rain swept over the 
city yesterday afternoon a lightning holt 
struck a big benzine tank at the Atlan- 
tic Refining works, Toint Breeze. The 
tank was split almost in half 
and the 


25,000 barrels of benzine sent a moun- 
tain of flame a thousand foot in the air. 


At midnight, while 
a large force of 


men was vainly endeavoring to 
chock 


the flames, another tank of benzine sud- 
denly exploded, and 
many of the fire 


fighters fell, victims to the blazing oil 
and flying pieces of iron. 


Five persons are known to,.have been 


killed. The dead arc: 


John McCuilom, Engine Company 40. 
James Eals. Engine Company 49. 
John Doherty, Truck Co. Xo. 49 ami a 


fireman and an employe, of the refining 
company too badly burned to be recog- 
nized. 


When the explosion occurred the fire- 


men of Engine company Xo. 49 and em- 
ployes of the Atlantic, Refining 
com- 


pany, in all about fifty men, were 
at 


work in the pumping IIOAI.SO drowing off 
oil from the burning tnnks. The flames 
shot high 
in the air and the pumping 


house was aimost completely demolish- 
ed. The firemen who had been playing 
streams on the other tanks then directed 
their attention to the rescue of the men 
who had been imprisoned in he pumping 
house. It was nearly an hour before 
the men could be reached. .Meanwhile a 
score of streams of water were pouring 
upon the ruins of the pumping house. 
The promptness with which the firemen 
turned their attention to the rescue of 
the men undoubtedly saved a score of 
lives. As quickly as the men were res- 
cued from the ruins they were sent to 
tho hospitals in the lower section of tho 
city. Five bodies were recovered aud 
sent to the morgue, but only three of 
them could be 
identified. 
Two 
bodies 


were roasted to a crisp, and so blackened 
that it was almost 
impossible to tell 


whether 
they 
were colored 
or white 


men. None of the seventeen injured 
men sent to the hospitals are seriously 
•hurt. They were suffering chiefly from 
burns and bruises and after having their 
wounds dressed nearly aJl wyre able 
to 


leave the hospital, 


The pumping house where the explos- 


ion octiirred was midway between the 
two rows of burning tanks and the fire- 
men wer endeavoring to 
confine 
the 


flames to one row'by drawing off the oil 
at the time of the explosion. There are 
100 tanks in the big oil plant and more 
than a dozen of them are on fire. At 
the time of the explosion the wind was 
blowing strong from the east and carry- 
ing the flames directly toward tho other 
tanks, but early this TTK rning the wind 
shifted to the southwest and there is a 
possibility of saving the 
other 
tanks 


from destruction. 


The fire is burning fiercely at 10 


o'clock this morning. 
The .wind is 


blowing in a direction that carries the 


• heavy, stifling black smoke directly over 


the central section of the city, almost 
obscuring the sun's rays. 


Since early morning the flames have 


spread to five additional tanks, making 
eighteen 
that have been destroyed. 


The fire- is by no means under control 
and although most of the tanks not yet 
on fire are more or less isolated 
from 


those that are burning, there is a con 
stant fear of the flames reaching some of 
those that have thus far escaped. The 
almost exhausted firemen are paying no 
attention to the burning tanks, devoting 
their endeavors to, an effort to save the 
tanks and oher property not 
on fire. 


The heat is so fierce that the have been 
driven away from the hose. A devise is 
used that will hold the nozzle stationary 
and in a. position to throw water on the 
aides of the tanks, and the fire fighters 
have retreated, to a safe distance to ob- 
serve their machines at work. There is 
of course, clanger of another 
explosior 


that might possibly spread 
death and 


ruin and the men have been ordered not 
to expose themselves unnecessarily. 


Meanwhiile the oil in the tanks nearest 


those on fire is being pumped to the 
most distant tanks and there is hope 
that the tanks liable to catch fire may be 


j emptied before the flames reach them. 


As usual the officials 
of the company 


refuse to give any estimate of the'loss 
Those in position to know estimate "it a 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000. As the Stan 
dard Oil company, -which controls tho At 
lantic Refining company, does its own 
insuring, the loss will fall on the insiir 
ance fund of that concern. 


The Point Breeze oil works have been 


devastated by fire on several occasions. 
Eleven years ago a fire started which 
burned fiercely for three days, destroy- 
ing much property 
and causing heavy 


loa.s. 


Seven years ago there was another 


fire which defied the efforts of the fire- 
men 
for six days. The fire fighting 


force of the city was not able to cope 
with t.hi.s outbreak 
and aid was sum- 


moned from nearby places. 


On botli of these occasions the heavy 


smoke hung over the city, completely 
obscuring the -light of the sun.

PASSENGERS AT DINNER 


WHEN STORM HIT BOAT 


Those In Cabin Die Without Chance for 


Escape—Of All tbe Women on Board, 


Only Owe, the Engineer's 


Wife, Wus Saved. 


Two Men Kescueil from Water "Works 


Tunnel at Cleveland Alter Imprison- 


ment of 1'ive Bays. 


CLEVELAND, 0., Aug. 20.—Two men 


who were entrapped in the water works 
tunnel through the disaster of last Wed- 
nesday, were rescued yesterday, after 
having spent five days in the excavation 
200 feat; below the 'surface of Lake Erie 
in totol darkness, without food, breath- 
Ing air so foul that it nearly suffocated 
them and iu momentary expectation of 
death. Hope for saving their lives had 
been abandoned yesterday by tho city 
officers after four days of untiring effort 
and their miraculous escape is.due to a 
chance- visit to the crib by members of 
the life saving crew, who heard feeble 
tapping on the tubes leading down to 
their cell. 


WERE ONLY HALF CONSCIOUS. 
The men, whose .names are Adam Kest 


and Joseph Engine, arc half conscious 
'from the effects of the strain and priva- 
tion of their terrible experience, but 
physicians at tfie hospital where they 
were taken express the hope that with 
careful nursing they may recover. 


Shut off from the tipper world, the 


men knew nothing of the catastrophe 
that killed eleven of their comrade^ and 
imprisoned 
them. 
They 
knew that 


something had severed their connection 
with the crib. They knew that beyond 
the air lock, behind which they had tak- 
en 
refuge, the 
air 
was too foul 
to 


breathe. .But they supposed that the 
trouble was temporary. Each day they 
expected to have their comrades come 
down the tunnel, bent on rescue. When 
their signal for help tapped on the air 
pipe, was at last answered from the crib, 
Kest and Engine were preparing to eat 
raw mule meat. Their deliverance came 
in the nick of time to make unnecessary 
this desperate resort to keep alive.

Capt. Bauer expressed 
the 
opinion 


that the people in the cabin were drown- 
ed instantly. He heard no screams and 
declared that the accident happened so 
quickly it was a mystery to him how a 
single person escaped. 


As the boat's passenger list was lost, 


as weJl as all the ship's papers, an abso- 
lutely 
accurate list of the 
persons 


drowned has not yet been obtained. 


The Golconda, which was valued at 


$2,500, plied between this city and Eliz- 
abethtown, 111., and was due here at 7 
o'clock last evening. As she was the 
only boat coming down yesterday the 
passenger list was unuaaily heavy. 


Three divers and a salvage corps are 


at work in tho wreck. They reported 
this afternoon that the loss of life ex- 
ceede twenty, but that no reviewed list 
can be had until the boat shall have 
been raised and the books as well as the 
bodies 
recovered. The divers report 


that the cabin, which was closed when 
tho storm came up, is full of bodies. 
Three were recovered up to noon—those 
of Miss Trixie Grimes, Miss Lucy Bar- 
rett and Mrs. David Adams. 


The boat is seventy-five yards from 


the Kentucky shore in eighteen feet of 
water, head down stream, and difficult of 
acess. Eecovery of the bodies will be 
slow work.

;he house of French Godley, the young 
man's grandfather and shot 
him to 


death. Then they bombarded Ike Car- 
ter's house in which were Peter and 
Eobert Hampton, all negroes. 


Peter Hampton, who was 75 years old, 


was burned to death when the house was 
set on fire. His wife and Robert Hamp- 
ton .escaped through " the 
flames. 
The 


mob then marched from place to place 
turning negro houses 
and firing into 


them. 


The negroes fled n all directions, many 


taking refuge in the woods, while others 
are coining as far as Springfield to find 
places of safety. 


The authorities telephoned Moncit and 


Auroro, nearby towns, for help, but at 
10 o'clock this morning the city was 
still in the hands of the mob, which fin- 
ally broke into the arsenal of the Pierce 
City militia company and abstracted all 
the state-rifles stored there. 


Every train to Pierce City is bringing 


in excited crowds that add to the gen- 
eral confusion. The report sent out last 
night that a boy was shot is denied and 
the name of the man shot to death is 
given as French Godley instead of Gene 
Carter, as previously stated.

A TEMPEBATE AIXUItESS. 


The address of the new Republican or- 


ganization is temperate in tone, and dis- 
claims any personal warfare against any 
one. It claims to assert a principle, and 
does assert it with strength and judg- 
ment, that the power of the Republican 
party must be unimpaired to discuss 
within itself those measures best calcu- 
lated for the interest.? of the people, and 
through such discussion to secure the 
moat ad%-isablc legislation. If the 
ad- 


dress does not say this in precise lan- 
guage, this spirit pervades the document 
all through. The language does ex- 
pressly disclaim personal warfare upon 
any one. but asserts the spirit o£ Repub- 
licanism to be adverse to the disposi- 
tion shown by the executive to control 
the legislative. 


It \vould bo idle at present to discuss 


the far-reaching effects of this new or- 
ganization, an organization essentially, 
that having for its object the highest in- 
terests 
of the Republican party 
as 


against that of any individual. It pro- 
poses to work in harmony with all ex- 
isting party machinery and there seems 
to bo no reason why such should not be 
the case. The work of this organization 
would seern to be essentially 
different: 


from that of the regular county commit- 
tees, which do no work except in the im- 
mediate campaigns, and in every cam- 
paJgn has to be' practically re-organized 
all through, while the newer one proposes 
to keep at work Ml the time with its 
system of organized committees through- 
out the state alwaj'3 in touch with each 
other.

It is principles and not men in some 


things in this life, and again in the pro- 
per places it is men and not 
.so much 


principles, 
perhaps. 
In 
the 
political 


world the essential principles of a politi- 
cal party must be maintained intact or 
else demoralization ensues and the de- 
moralizers capture the control of the 
parly us did Bryan the 
Democratic 


party. 


It is certain the people, entirely re- 


gardless of personal affiliations, 
admire 


pluck, and they admire consistency, but 
they respect that conduct Hint lias for 
its aim the highest interests of the body 
politic. They perfectly understand it 
does not do for public men to proscribe 
the opinions of others, nor does it do for 
public men to assert new methods and 
deny to others the unquestioned right of 
differing, and to others in differing with 
the proposed plan or plans, the right to 
suggest improvements or to obliterate 
objectionable provisions. In short, the 
people do'uot like to see the disposition 
that in men in public life and .serving 
them, asserts their measures alone are 
perfect and it must go or else goes the 
party, 


H is proposed to keep purer the fires 


of Republicanism, 
to keep active the 


spirit that is so necessary to pervade a 
great party with the spirit militant. If 
this organization does this it will be a 
success, otherwise if it forgots its justifi- 
able motives for existence, it will fail. 
It is organized for all Republicans as 
specially proclaimed, and with tho spirit 
of tolerauce, denied many Republicans 
by 'those who should fcnow better, the 
lesson of experience and 
the 
lamp of 


wisdom will be the guide leading to sure 
successes on the battle ground for tho 
preservation of .those grand Republican 
doctrines which have lead to the prosper- 
ity of a common country. 


THEY \VILJj BE DISAPPOINTED. 
Despite the discouraging aspects of 


things in tbo iron and steel world, with 
in consequence thousands of idle men be- 
ing mode in every state, the anarchists 
will discover in crawling out of their 
holes that there is no room for them 
anywhere. Neither union labor organi- 
zations or organizations of employers 
while grappling with each other will not 
for one moment relax their grasp upon 
Hie laws of their country, and anarchists 
hoping to make trouble, will simply get 
ground up, that is all. 


These disturbers of law and 
orderly 


movements of society in general are not 
without hopes something may come their 
way by which they can with a whoop 
and a yell, create tormoil in the land. 
They are hoping some of the most excit- 
able of the elements now oufc OD strike 
may fall in with them and to this pur- 
pose are at their mischievous work. In 
every crowd are some who arc not re- 
strainable and to these the anarchists 
are addressing themselves. Says the 
Chicago Evening News, in a late issue: 
"Those pleasing persons, tho anarchists, 
who are-not in tho habit of missing any 
oportum'ty to advertise theinselves, are 
now witching th,e strike of tho steel 
>v<xrker3 in the '-hope that those engaged 
ia'It'or .their sympathizers, will become 


sufficiently embittered afc some phase of 
the contest-to turn to the muddy phil- 
osophy and furious counsels that distin- 
guish the 
advocates 
of anarchy. At 


least the virtue of persistence must be 
conceded to such individuals of the cult 
of violence as still believe that their 
doctrines can be made to affect any sane 
American mind. Union workingmen in 
this country have repudiated them times 
without number. In th'e present-great- 
strike, where clear heads" apd a scrupu- 
lous regard for right and justice ave ab- 
solutely necessary 
in order to bring 


about success, no greater calamity could 
bet"nil the steel workers than that anar- 
chy should tincture the opinions -and ac- 
tions'of their friends and supporters. 


"That this is true is universally con- 


ceded. Therefore it is a fair preiump- 
tion that'the ingenious anarchists, hav- 
ing nothing to lose and being delight- 
fully 
irresponsible, have bobbed 
up 


merely to get a little notoriety through 
being thrown out picturesquely by. every 
labor organization which they approach 
on the subject of adopting 
their meth- 


ods. It is better, from . their point of 
view, to be remembered as having' been 
repudiated, in some new way and with 
u.n additional accent of positiveness at a 
certain time than not to be remembered 
at all. No one will resent their activi- 
ties more vigorously than'will the steel- 
workers themselves, since the 
sugges- 


tion that they require the aid of anar- 
chist doctrines is in itself an insult." 


TRUST CO-M-r.BTITION VIGOROUS. 
Congressman Babcock makes the as- 


sertion that tho taking off of tariff pro- 
tection from trust made articles makes 
no difference to 
the independent and 


smaller producer, because, as he explains 
"As a business man I realize that the 
small manufacturer must produce 
hii; 


goods ns cheaply as the large one. It is 
a settled, fixed rule of trade that if one 
concern cannot produce equally with an- 
other it must go out of business. There- 
for I cannot see the i'orce of the argu- 
ment used 
by my distinguished col- 


ieagues: but it is to be remarked that 
the trust is rapidly buying up the smal- 
ler concerns, owning now about 75 per 
cent of all in producing capacity, and 
will no doubt secure absolute control of 
practically all in the near future." 


This is vigorously denied, both that it 


would work that way, and that the 
smaller concerns are being forced otit. 
The taking away 
of tariff 
protection, 


however, would soon -wipe them out, 
which is more likely the reason 
the 


trusts are remarking they don't care 
much for a tariff, anyhow. 


But they do cure for a tariff, anyhow, 


and when their opponents are out of the 
way, the tariff would 
certainly be re- 


stored. But as to the iron and steel 
trust combination cleaning up their coiu'- 
petiMon, eliminating it from their calcu- 
lations, it is denied. A comment says 
the independents are in 
fact gaining 


ground and are able to compete with the 
combination, but it docs not follow that 
ti:oy would also be able to meet foreign 
rivalry. 
The 
foreign 
companies, 
to 


gain access to our markets, would lower 
their prices and soil below cost, if neces- 
sary, as some of our exporters are doing 
abroad. 
The 
independent 
companies 


will uot admit for a moment that the 
tariff is of no consequence to them, and 
congress will not dismiss their opinion as 
cavalierly as 
Congressman 
Babcock 


docs. Tic has not given sufficient study 
to this important aspect of the question.

It is bad enough when our citizens arc 


ruthlessly imprisoned, but it seems vast- 
ly worse when our government i?, com- 
pellpd. to surrender an American to tJio 
tender mercies of the murderous Mexi- 
cans, which was the c.asn the other day 
when the Texas authorities gave up to 
Mexico an embezzler from a- 
1- Western ex- 


press company, who was charged with 
stealing from the company at Escalon, 
Mexico. 


There is hardly a week passes by in 


which as a fact the United States would 
not be furnished with a most excellent 
and in truth real reason why we should 
not declare war on Mexico. We have 
swallowed more insult1!, stood more ras- 
cally treatment, and put up with more 
nonsense from this allcgficl republic, than 
from the rest of the world in a genera- 
tion. 


ON THE ISTHMUS. 


This country could not and will not 


offer any opposition to the peaceful ag- 
gregation of South American states as 
is proposed in the case of Venezuela, Ec- 
uador and Colombia. But it will oppose 
and resist any revolutionary business by 
which the dictator president of Venezu- 
ela, General Castro, puts in operation 
to interfere with our obligations with 
Colombia. These obligations by a for- 
mer treaty entered into with Colombia, 
obligate us to guarantee the sovereignty: 


of that country 
over the Isthmus of 


Panama, 
and thia sovereignty by the 


movements of Castro is not only imperil- 
led but actually Interfered with by revo- 
lutionists working under, as is charged, 
his directions. Thia Castro has shown his 
hatred of the United States before, and 
has neglected nothing that could make 
trouble, even going so far as to delib- 
erately ask Germany to invest in a na- 
val station on the island of Margarita 
off the Venezuela coast, well knowing 
any such movement would inevitably re- 
sult in trouble at once 
between the 


United States and Germany. 


Our war vessels are making haste to 


the scene of operations and both 
our 


navy and state departments are fully 
alive to the seriousness of the situation. 
We will sustain the'sovereignty of Co- 
lombia over tho Isthmus of Panama by 
force if necessary, and redeem our treaty 
obligations. In fact it is our duty any- 
way to maintain order over the isthmus 
that all travel over the Panama railroad 
bo maintained. This isthmus is an in- 
ternational highway which this country 
has taken upon itself to keep open, and 
the nations would expect it of us whether 
or no any such treaty existed. 


NOT A FOE OP LABOR.

Crib No. .'?, five miles from shore and 


two miles beyond the crib where nearly 
a dozen lives were- lost a week ago; was 
the scene- -of the latest accident. The 
work of sinking the big intake shaft at 
this point was completed yesterday and 
five workmen were engaged in digging 
a tunnel in the direction of erib .No. 2 
when the fatal explosion occurred. 


Tlie heavy casing 
of the 
shaft was 


shattered by the terrific force of the ex- 
plosion and an 
immediate volume of 


water from the lake rushed, in upon the 
workmen at the bottom. 


Two men- who were at work on the 


staging at the top of tho shaft were 
blown high into the air but alighted on 
the erib uninjured. 


Thirty 
men who were 
on the erib 


without boats when the explosion took 
place, spent the night vainly signalling 
for assistance. It, was long after day- 
light before a tug reached them. 


It is supposed the victims .struck a 


vein of gas which rvas ignited by a spark 
made by a- workman's pick. Heavy iron 
girders and machinery 
weighing more 


than a hundred tons were forced out 
of the shaft by the explosion. So groat 
was the destruction wrought by the ex- 
plosion that it will be probably weeks 
before the damage can be repaired. 


Mayor Johnson has ordered all con- 


struction work on the tunnel plopped 
until every safeguard has been provided 
for tus men. 


Subsequently Mayor Johnson decided 


not to interfere with 
the construction 


of the tunnel and operations will at once 
be resumed. The cribs will be supplied 
at once with boats, life preservers 
and 


rockets. Experts will be employed 
to 


detect the presence of gas in the tunnel. 


FLAMES ARE SPREADING.

BUT TERMS OF DOCUMENT 


SENT DIFFERED GREATLY 


If Sultan Does Not Keep His Promises 


M. Constans Will bo Recalled and 


Minister at Paris 


Given His Passports. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 21.—The 


French 
ambassador, M. Constans, has 


notified the sultan's first secretary that 
all diplomatic relations between France 
and Turkey are broken oft" and that the 
ambassador has informed 
his 
govern- 


ment to this effect. 


M. Constans communicated direct with 


the sultan because the • latest negotia- 
tions were transacted with the sultan 
personally. 


The ambassador 
justifies 
his action 


on the ground that W»« sultan broke hia 
direct, personal 
promise, given to 1\I. 


Constans, at an audience in the Yildiz 
palace Thursday regarding the purchase 
of the quays and the settlement of the 
disputed French 
claims. The 
foreign 


minister 
also gave formal assurances 


that the agreement would be carried out 
so, in view of this double breach of 
faith, M. Constans holds that it is im- 
possible for France to continue diplo- 
matic relations with Turkey. 


PARIS, Aug. 21.—A high official of 


the foreign oflice informed the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press today 
that the exact situation at Constanti- 
nople is as follows: 


The sultan at the last audience which 


he granted to M. Constans, the French 
ambassador, agreed to send to the lat- 
ter the same or the following day a doc- 
ument giving complete satisfaction to 
France regarding the claims of French 
citizens in the matter of the quays in 
accordance with the terms arranged be- 
tween the sultan and M. Constans ver- 
badly. Instead of doing this the sul- 
tan Availed until yesterday when he sent 
M. Constans a document the terms of 
which differed essentially from those ar- 
ranged at the audience. 


Thereupon M. Constant* declined to ne- 


gotiate any further or to hold other 
communication;? with the Porte and re- 
ferred tho mutter to the French foreign 
office. His dispatch to that effect arriv- 
ed last night. As the matter stands re- 
lations between ~M. Constans 
and the 


Porte are broken oli', but France and 
Turkey are still in diplomatic relations 
through the Turkish ambassador at Par- 
is. 


"U the sultan docs not keep (,he prom- 


ises which he made at the last audience," 
continued the informant of the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press, we will 
have to recall M. Constans and send the 
Turkish ambassador his passports. 
A 


solution one way or the other is proba- 
ble within the next two days." 


The official said that the stories that 


French warships were under orders to 
proceed to the IJosphorua were without 
foundation. 


APPROVE FRENCH COURSE. 


LONDON, Aug. 21.—Diplomatic opin- 


ion in London generally approves of the 
French action toward Turkey. It 
ap- 


pears that tho chancellories of Europe 
have been considerably annoyed by tho 
sultan's recent efforts to reassert him- 
self and to shake off the limited control 
exercised by Europe over certain parts 
of his administration. The sultan's de- 
spatch of a mis.-uon to the far Bust also 
was displeasing 
to the great powers. 


Tho lalter.therrforc, are, expected 
to 


generally welcome France's rebuff of the 
sultan.

HINTS ON CANNING. 


The process of canning different fruits 


varies little. Select perfectly sound and 
fresh fruits, and they may be canned 
with or without sugar. Sugar takes no 
part in their preservation, and frequent- 
ly causes fermentation. All fruit should 
be lightly cooked, that they may retain 
their natural flavor. It is wise to fill 
the jars to overflowing. As the liquid 
cools it will condense, leaving a space at 
the top of the jar. 


Wash the jars, rubbers nnd tops; ad- 


just the rubbers on the jars. Throw the 
tops into cold water and bring slowly, to 
boiling point, and allow them to stand in 
this boRing water until you are ready to 
use th'cYn. They must be thoroughly 
covered with water. Twirl the jars aiso 
in boiling 
water. Be. sure that you 


plunge the whole jar down, filling it en- 
tirely, or it will crack. Look over the 
fruit very carefully; 'wash, put it into 
the jars; adjust the rubbers, stand the 
jars in a wash boiler, the bottom of 
which has been protected with a rack or 
strips of wood. Surround the jars part- 
ly with cold water, put on the lid loose- 
ly, do not fasten them down. Cover the 
boiler, and bring then), to boiling point. 
Boil the small fruits ten minutes after 
they begin to boil. Yon may now fill 
two jars from a third to allow for con- 
densation. 


Lift the jars one at a time and fasten 


the tops. Wipe each jar off immediately 
and stand it in a, cool place over night. 
Next morning, if you have screw tops, 


give each one an extra turn; if not, they 
will be sufficiently fastened. Wipe them 
off, and put them in a cool, dark closet 
for keeping. It is a question whether or 
not light affects fruits. 


Large 
fruits, such as peaches and 


pears, should be packed.in the jars, the 
jars filled with cold water, the rubbers 
adjusted, the jars placed in the 
boiler 


with the same amount of water as be- 
fore, and the lid.s placed loosely on top, 
the boiler covered and the cooking con- 
tinued for fifteen minutes after the wa- 
ter lias reached the boiling' point.

show and everybody ought to be satis- 
fied. Where 105,000 registered appli- 
cants were after 13,000 claims it is but 
natural that there should be thousands 
of disappointed persons. And many of 
these are more or less inclined to find 
fault. Some of them assume a highly 
moral attitude and rail loudly against 
the government's conducting a lottery, 
while most o£ them would not hesitate 
to take chances on the various wheel 
and card games which prevail here. It 
is probable that not one in ten of the 
thousands who came here had any 
other thought than that of taking ft 
long shot at the few big land prizes 
which, they hoped to get by drawing 
early numbers, thus enabling them to 
have first cho'Jce of claims, and those 
who lost ought not to complain. The 
people who came here staking their all 
in the hope o;f getting a. quarter section 
of land upon which they expected to 
make their home, and failed to draw a 
number below 33,000, are entitled to 
sympathy,- but they have- no reason .to 
complain of tbo method of conducting 
the allotment. Had the same plan been 
pursued as at former allotments, they 
would have stood less.show of getting 
a claim than now, for the "sooners" 
and "boomers" would have rushed pell- 
mell across the border and by sheer 
force gobbled up the whole tract. 


It was the purpose of the government 


to distribute 13,000 quarter sections to 
that number of needy borne seekers in 
line with homestead policy, which has 
been very beneficial in developing the 
west, and furnishing at nominal rate? 
lands of the public domain to actual 
settlers. In so far as possible under 
the circumstances this Las been done 
in this instance, and when the claims 
are all proved up and the undesirable 
element, which was naturally attracted 
by the allotment, has drifted away, I 
think it will be found that there has 
been ndded to the population of the 
territory a large and desirable body of 
permanent settlers who will honestly 
develop the .land with which Uncle 
Sam has supplied them. Tbat is the 
thing in which Oklahoma is principally 
Interested. What the territory, which 
It Is hoped may soon become a state, 
wants Is good, useful and thrifty peo- 
ple, who come with the honest pur- 
pose of making homes and tilling the 
lands.

Under .this' allotment hundreds of

The work of filing on the claims is 


now going on in both the Lawton and 
El Reno districts, and this will con 
tinne for GO days. Undoubtedly a large 
portion of the 13,000 who draw num- 
bers entitling them. to file on claims 
will not exercise;their rights. While 
those familiar with tho country say 
that most of the claims are good 
enough for improvement by real home- 
steaders, there are thousands that are 
not good enough to warrant a'rnan giv- 
ing up position or business to move 
thereon and make improvements. The 
result will be that thousands, drawing 
claims, especially those with numbers 
higher than 4,000, will not file oil their 
land. They feel this way: Suppose the

In estimating the value of the claims 


It must be remembered,that before the 
Klowa and Comanchereservationswere 
opened to white set'lfers 390,000 acres 
went to the Indians in bulk as pasture 
lands and;S90,000 more as individual al- 
lotments, taken severally^as they wish-; 
ed. Up and down the creeks and rivera* 
their lands run, on both sides the living; 
streams, and there is left to the. white 
settlers only the,uplands, which are 
less desirable than the river bottoms, 
though in ;the main' fertile ana arable 
tracts, wiilch will ultimately make 
good and productive farms. 


At the end of the 60 days designated 


for filing," all the land, upon which 
claims have not been filed will be 
thrown open to settlement, first come: 
first served. 'The immigrants ID camp- 
ers' wagons know where are the best 
lands. They will be on the land when 
the limit expires and will file at oace. 
As a consequence at the end of 60 days 
13,000 new families will be on the 
claims. A considerable number of these 
immigrants have practically nothing 
with which to make improvements or 
to live on while waiting for the crops 
to grow on land that is now merely 
eofl. 
On the poorer farms they will 


give up the struggle to those better pre- 
pared or those who can lease Indian or 
school land In connection with their 
own claims in order to have room for 
stock. 


Oklahoma and the Indian Territory 


get fully .one-third of the daims- 
owing to the unanimity with which the 
eligible portion of the population regis- 
tered. 


Many changes wlil take place before 


the reservation becomes a settled coun- 
try. In the first place ft is nil west of the 
meridian of Wichita, Buffalo grass Is' 
common over much of It, and buffalo 
grass country is not generally good 
farming country. It can be farmed on 
the creek bottoms and the uplands 
used for pasture and hay.. With pletaty 
of rain, of course, all can be farmed, 
but rain is not always plentiful. The 
Indians will rent their land at 10 to 50 
cents an acre and spend the money. 
The whites will virtually use the en- 
tire reservation, and when once the 
population has adapted itself to- tb» 
climatic conditions "It will prosper. 
There will be not a little hardship and 
distress, but that is always a contin- 
gent in pioneer experience, though 'Jn 
the end the Kiowai and Conianc'be 
reservations will be.'transformed into 
fruitful farms and happy homes. 


Thousands who came here with the 


speculative idea that they .were going 
to strike it rich and make a Wg stake; 
have "folded their tents, like the Arab; 
a ml silently .stolen n way." 
There are 


still here, however, people enough to 
constitute a pretty good sized city, and 
doubtless many of them will remain. 
There Is a population of 10,0\X> or 
12,000 here and, considering its varied 
and unique character and primitive and 
unorganized conditions of society, fair- 
ly good order has prevailed. Of course 
there are saloons, gambling houses and 
nil sorts of vice here. That is to be 
expected in a frontier town, and this 
is certainly a typical frontier com- 
munity. The wonder is how thousands 
of people from ail parts of the United 
States, east and west, north and 
south, rtch and poor and high and low, 
all thrown together in one conglomera- 
tion without any laws or city officials 
could have maintained': any seinblionce 
of law and order. It is .true the United 
States marshals had a large force of 
members here, but they have mode 
only a veiry few arrests, and these 
were bootleggers and violators of long 
standing nnd bad reputations. Munici- 
pal government is now, however, itair- 
ly organ ized, and I look to see Lawton 
develop Into a staid, orderly and pros- 
perous city.

Have 
a pair of rubber gloves for use when it 
la necessary to have the hands in wa- 
ter a great deal. Grease spoils rubber, 
therefore the gloves must;be washed 
perfectly clean as soon as the work is 
flnished. A little bran and milk or 
vinegar will make the hands clean and' 
smooth after dishwashing or any other 
work tbat'roughens them. With a lit- 
tle practice one can wash dishes as 
well and quickly with a dish mop as 
with a cloth and the hands.

should'be-two mops, one for the table- 
ware 'and one for the cooking dishes.

For two quarts of 
apples use a teaspoonful each of pow- 
dered cinnamon and salt, half a pound 
of brown sugar, half a pint of cider or 
water. Thoroughly mix'the spice, salt 
and sugar upon the apples and pour 
the water of cider over them. Cover 
with', a plain pie paste, place la a mod- 
erate oven and bake slowly for three 
hours, taking care that the oven is not 
hot enough to burn the crust. This may 
b<e eaten hot or cold, with sugar and 
cream, 


How to Make Hop Tonic. 


This is more suitable for a spring 


tonic, but is a good homemade beer. 
Put into a deep boiler one pound ,of 
hops, a handful of thoroughwort, a 
small bunch of dandelion root and two 
gallons of water. Boil for one hour, 
then strain. 
When lukewarm, add 


four pounds of sugar and one cake of 
yeast dissolved In lukewarm water. 
Pour into a crock and let work, then 
put into bottles and cork tightly and set 
in a cool place. Do not drink too much 
of this at a time. A small glass three 
times a day for a tonic is sufficient. 


How to Make Crenm Pnff», 


One-half cupful of butter melted In 


one cupful of hot water. Put Jn a 
email tin pan on the stove to boil. Stir 
in one cupful of sifted flour while boil- 
ing; take off and let cool. When cold, 
Btlr in three eggs, one at a time, with- 
out beating them. Drop on buttered 
tins and bake in a hot oven 20 or 30 
minutes. Filling, one cupful of milk, 
one egg and one-half capful of sugar.

WISCONSIN CROP REPORT. 


Weekly Summary 6how» Warmer Weather 


with Cooler Nlghta. 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, Cli- 


mate and Crop Bulletin of the Weather 
Bureau, Wisconsin section, for the week 
ending Aygust 20.—The week as a whole 
was -somewhat warmer than last, the 
average temperature ranging from 74 
•degrees along the" southern border to 88 
degrees over the 
extreme northern 


counties. The nights were decidodOy cool 
during the early part of the week, es- 
pecially in some of the northern coun- 
ties, and very light frosts were reported, 
from some, exposed localities. The lat- 
ter part of the week was quite 
warm, 


the midday temperature reaching 90 de- 
grees or over in the southeni .portion o: 
the state 'on the 16th and 17th. Scat 
tered showers occurred over the centra! 
and northern sections of the state on the 
13th and 14th, while fairly copious rains 
occurred over the -southern section on 
the 18th. The soil is becoming dry in 
the central and northern counties and a 
general rain is neede'd to place it in con 
dition for fall plowing. 


In those portions of the state where 


there has.been sufficient'moisture corn 
bus'made excellent .growth during the 
week. In some localities it is reported 
to be the best crop for several years. 
In the southern portion of the state and 
& few localities elsewhere where 
there 


has been a deficiency in the rainfall the 
crop'is/very poor, and many fields will 
yield nothing except fodder. The crop 
us a whole is backward and. an early 
frost would be very damaging. The po- 
tato crop is-generally reported as quite 
satisfactory, having suffered from lack 
of rainfall quite as much as corn. In 
some localities the tops are- reported as 
large and vigorous. Threshing 
is well 


under way. The yields of spring and 
winter wheat and barley are 
generally 


fair to good, while oats are light in 
weight, 
owing to too rapid maturity 


during the hot weather of July. Qtiite 
a }argo''ainounfc of second crop clover is 
abundant and in excellent condition, 
and will prove a welcome addition to the 
stock pf feed. Wild hay is also being 
secured in large amount*. 


Tho harvesting of tobacco is just be- 


ginning. In somo localities the crop is 
good; in others very poor, Apples are 
very 'light crop and inferior in. quality. 
Cranberries are'reported very good.

" GREEN'BAY, Wis, -.Aug. 22.—The 
wires''were kept hot last night in an, ef- 
fort to find Andrew «Reidi chief book- 
keeper ofsthe?W. W. Cargill company 
who is somewhere near'Sault Ste. Marie 
on his annual vacation, to notify him 
of the deliberate suicide of his daughter 
1/enfl', aged 15 years, and asking him to 
ap^ed his return home, where bis- wife 
is on the verge of insanity. 


Having received a well-meant rebuke 


from her mother, the girl swallowed car- 
bolic acid and died soon after. The fieid 
family belongs to the most cultured set 
of Green Bay, and is much thought "of. 
Both parents-are known to fairly idolize 
their children; and for this reason sym- 
pathy in their bereavement is expressed 
everywhere. 


Contrary to the wishes of her mother,

The whole situation, as regards 
both wool and goods, looks sound and 
Kealthy. The mills arc well filled with 
orders, and there is no apprehension of a 
widespread

movement. 


There is a large stock of wool in Boston

of the fact that the .territorial clip has 
been practically all bought outright and 
the most "of it shipped to Boston.
